Graduates  and  guests  are  invited  to  the 
Chancellors  Reception  on  the  Smith  Center  con- 
course after  Commencement.  Graduates  will  recess 
to  the  reception  area  at  the  ceremony's  end. 
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THE  WORDS  of  "Hark  the  Sound,"  UNC- 
Chapel  Hill  s  alma  mater,  were  written  in  1897 
by  William  Starr  Myers,  a  graduating  senior. 
The  Glee  Club  director  asked  Myers  to  put 
words  to  the  tune  "Amici,"  and  the  song  was 
first  performed  on  June  2,  1897,  as  part  of  the 
Glee  Club's  Commencement  performance  in 
Gerrard  Hall. 

Soon  the  song  was  almost  forgotten.  When  a 
University  quartet  tried  a  few  years  later  to 
remember  the  words,  they  could  recollect  only 
the  first  verse  and  the  chorus  of  Myers'  original 
version.  Two  members  of  the  quartet,  Charles  S. 
Mangum  and  Charles  T.  Woollen,  added  two 
verses  to  the  one  they  remembered.  Mangum 
later  became  a  professor  in  the  School  of 
Medicine,  and  Woollen  worked  as  the 
University's  business  manager  and  controller.

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CHANCELLOR 


MICHAEL  HOOKER  became  the  eighth 
chancellor  of  The  University  of  North  Carolina 
at  Chapel  Hill,  the  nation's  first  state  university, 
on  July  1,  1995. 

A  native  of  Richlands,  Va.,  Hooker  earned  his 
bachelor  s  degree  with  highest  honors  from 
Carolina  in  1969  and  master's  and  doctoral 
degrees  in  philosophy  from  the  University  of 
Massachusetts-Am  herst  in  1972  and  1973, 
respectively.  He  is  an  expert  on  seventeenth- 
century  philosophy  and  has  studied  medical 
ethics  and  ethical  problems  linked  to  biotech- 
nology. 

Hooker's  academic  career  has  been  extraordi- 
nary for  a  man  of  his  years:  president  of  a  presti- 
gious private  school,  Bennington  College,  at  age 
36;  president  of  the  University  of  Maryland- 
Baltimore  County  at  age  40;  president  of  the 
five-campus  University  of  Massachusetts  system 
at  age  47;  and  chancellor  of  one  of  the  nation's 
top  public  universities  at  49. 

At  UMass,  Hooker  was  responsible  for  more 
than  58,000  students,  3,378  faculty,  and  nearly 
7,000  staff  and  administered  a  $1.2  billion  bud- 
get. He  assumed  the  presidency  in  September 
1992  and  immediately  began  crafting  changes 
to  improve  the  system.  He  first  focused  on 
teaching  and  learning,  diversity  and  multicul- 
turalism,  and  economic  development.  Later  he 
tackled  major  restructuring  of  two  campuses.  A 
staunch  believer  in  accountability,  he  issued  the 
system's  first-ever  report  card.  Earlier  this  year, 
Hooker  presented  an  unprecedented  seven-part 
plan  designed  to  lead  the  system  into  the  twen- 
ty-first century.  Hooker's  work  with  the 
Massachusetts  Legislature  led  to  three  successive 
years  of  substantial  budget  growth  for  the  uni- 
versity system. 


Hooker 
arrived  at 
UMass  from 
the  10,300-stu- 
dent  University 
of  Maryland- 
Baltimore 
County,  which 
he  led  from 
1986  to  1992. 
There  he  was 
recognized  for 
strong  support  of  minority  educational  needs, 
cultivating  university-business  ties,  and 
enhancing  town-gown  relationships. 

He  is  credited  with  boosting  total  enrollment 
by  20  percent  and  graduate  enrollment  by  150 
percent.  Average  freshman  SAT  scores  jumped 
dramatically  —  by  150  points  overall  and  by 
nearly  250  points  for  black  students.  Retention 
also  improved.  He  fostered  the  school's  nation- 
ally recognized  Honors  College  and  launched  a 
multi-million-dollar  scholarship  program  for 
black  students  gifted  in  science  and  technology. 

As  president  of  Vermont's  Bennington 
College  from  1982  to  1986,  Hooker's  term  at 
the  helm  of  the  nontraditional,  600-student 
liberal  arts  school  was  cited  by  Yale  University 
School  of  Management  as  an  example  of  excel- 
lent management.  He  brought  financial  stabili- 
ty to  the  college  and  led  efforts  to  create  the 
school's  first  endowment.  In  1984,  while  at 
Bennington,  Hooker  was  featured  in  Esquire 
magazine's  story  on  the  "Best  of  the  New 
Generation"  —  along  with  future  United  States 
President  Bill  Clinton. 

From  1975  to  1982  Hooker  held  several 
posts  at  Johns  Hopkins  University,  including 
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dean  of  undergraduate  and  graduate  studies  for 
two  years  and  member  of  the  philosophy  facul- 
ty. Hooker  taught  philosophy  at  Harvard 
University  as  an  assistant  professor  from  1973 
to  1975. 

The  chancellor  has  been  a  national  leader  in 
educational  organizations.  He  is  a  member  of 
the  Association  of  Governing  Boards'  Advisory 
Board  of  Presidents  and  has  served  on  the 
American  Association  of  State  Colleges  and 
Universities'  Committee  on  International 
Programs  and  chaired  the  American  Council  ol 
Education's  Commission  on  Leadership 
Development.  He  served  on  the  board  of 
Boston's  nationally  recognized  public  television 
station,  WGBH. 

Hooker  chaired  a  biotechnology  advisory 
panel  for  the  United  States  Congress'  Office  of 
Technology  Assessment  from  1982  to  1984  and 
served  on  the  Commission  on  the  Future  of 
Academic  Health  Centers  in  New  England.  He 
is  a  former  member  of  the  editorial  board  ol  the 
Journal  of  Business  Ethics,  editor  of  two  books 
on  philosophers  Descartes  and  Leibniz,  and 
author  of  numerous  scholarly  articles.  He  holds 
an  honorary  degree  from  Drexel  University. 

He  is  the  father  of  a  fourteen-year-old  daugh- 
ter, Alexandra.  His  wife,  Carmen,  a 
Philadelphia  native,  served  six  terms  in  the 
Massachusetts  House  of  Representatives, 
including  four  years  as  chair  of  its  Health  Care 
Committee.

COMMENCEMENT  SPEAKER 


WHEN  JIM  KETCH  wants  to  inspire  stu- 
dents in  the  classroom,  he  lectures  on  one  of  his 
jazz  heroes,  Duke  Ellington.  Ellington  was  a 
master  of  balancing  the  orchestra  between  the 
individual  and  the  group. 

Ketch,  a  standout  jazz  trumpeter  in  his  own 
right  and  associate  professor  of  music  at 
Carolina,  plans  to  draw  from  that  philosophy 
today  in  his  address,  "Step  Up  to  the  Mike:  The 
Song  Is  You." 

Ketch  says  the  speech  title  combines  the 
works  and  attitudes  of  Ellington  and  Broadway 
musical  composer  Jerome  Kern. 

'"Step  Up  to  the  Mike'  emerges  in  part  from 
a  video  documentary  on  Duke  Ellington," 
Ketch  says.  "To  achieve  their  best  sound,  the 
band  members  blended  their  individual  skills 
into  a  rich  ensemble  sonority.  However,  when 
Duke  sent  you  up  to  the  mike,  you  were  on 
your  own.  It  was  time  to  do  your  thing." 

The  soloist  finds  freedom  and  creativity 
through  the  support  and  encouragement  of  the 
ensemble,  Ketch  says. 

"If  you  look  into  the  way  a  band  works,  there 
are  a  lot  of  parallels  to  how  a  society  should 
function,"  he  says.  "I'd  like  to  convey  the  mes- 
sage that  we  hope  all  the  graduates  go  on  to 
have  meaningful  lives.  If  you  don't  embrace  life, 
how  is  it  going  to  come  out  the  end  of  your 
horn  when  it's  your  turn  to  solo?" 

The  other  song  Ketch  alludes  to  in  his  speech 
title  is  Kern's  "The  Song  Is  You." 

"In  jazz,  each  generation  studies  and  absorbs 
the  innovations  and  traditions  of  previous  jazz 
masters  before  seeking  a  new  voice,"  he  says. 
'"The  Song  Is  You'  is  my  affirmation  that  the 
University  empowers  each  graduate  to  study, 
learn,  innovate,  and  lead.  We  want  our 
Carolina  graduates  to  step  up,  to  understand 
the  value  of  being  both  a  soloist  —  individual 
and  independent  —  and  a  member  of  an 
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ensemble  —  part  of 
community  and 
humanity." 

A  jazz  expert, 
Ketch  has  distin- 
guished himself  as  a 
dynamic  speaker 
and  educator,  earn- 
ing praise  from  stu- 
dents, colleagues, 
and  professional 
musicians  and  critics. 

"Jim  is  one  of  the  best  teachers  on  campus 
and  a  musician  with  a  nationwide  reputation," 
a  colleague  notes.  Students  agree.  "His  endless 
resource  of  analogies  is  amazing  in  providing 
mental  images  to  accompany  music,"  recalls  a 
former  student. 

Ketch  has  performed  in  big  band,  jazz,  and 
modern  ensembles  with  the  likes  of  Mel 
Torme,  Maureen  McGovern,  the  Four  Tops, 
Bob  Hope,  Natalie  Cole,  and  the  Temptations. 

He  is  president  of  the  Jazz  Foundation  of 
North  Carolina  and  music  director  of  the 
North  Carolina  Jazz  Repertory  Orchestra, 
formed  in  1993.  He  was  a  1992  recipient  of 
Carolina's  Tanner  Award  for  Excellence  in 
Undergraduate  Teaching  and  was  named  a 
Bowman  and  Gordon  Gray  Professor,  a  post 
that  recognizes  outstanding  undergraduate 
teaching,  in  1993. 

A  Carolina  faculty  member  since  1977, 
Ketch  conducts  the  University's  Jazz  Band  and 
founded  the  UNC  Jazz  Festival  and  the 
Southeast  Brass  Conference,  which  attracts 
national  clinicians. 

A  native  of  Evanston,  111.,  Ketch  earned  a 
bachelor's  degree  from  Indiana  State  University 
in  1974  and  a  master's  degree  from  the 
University  of  Illinois  in  1976. 


THE  FOLLOWING  INFORMATION,  con- 
densed from  An  Academic  Costume  Code  and 
Ceremony  Guide  and  published  by  the  American 
Council  on  Education,  may  be  helpful  in  iden- 
tifying academic  attire  worn  during  today's 
ceremony. 

The  history  of  academic  dress  dates  back  to 
the  European  Middle  Ages  when  scholars  at  the 
oldest  universities  were  clerics.  Capes  with 
hoods  and  warm  caps  were  needed  in  cold, 
drafty  buildings.  The  desire  for  a  uniform 
appearance  ("well  born,  well  turned-out,  and 
somewhat  learned,"  read  one  medieval  formula) 
and  for  marks  to  distinguish  bachelor's,  mas- 
ter's, and  doctoral  degree  candidates  led  to  the 
development  of  today's  academic  costume. 

In  1895,  representatives  from  American  col- 
leges and  universities  met  at  Columbia 
University  and  fashioned  a  standard  code  of 
academic  dress  for  this  country  The  code,  mod- 
ified in  1959,  is  still  in  force.  The  costumes, 
colors,  trimmings,  and  patterns  you  see  are  tra- 
ditional, and  refer  to  the  specific  degree  and 
field  of  study. 

The  bachelor's  gown,  designed  to  be  worn 
closed,  has  pointed  sleeves.  The  master's  gown, 
which  may  be  worn  open  or  closed,  has  an 
oblong  sleeve,  open  at  the  wrist,  that  hangs 
nearly  to  the  ground;  the  back  part  of  its 
oblong  shape  is  square  cut  and  the  arc  in  the 
front  is  cut  away.  The  doctor's  gown  may  be 
worn  open  or  closed,  and  has  bell-shaped 
sleeves. 

Bachelors'  and  masters'  gowns  are 
untrimmed.  Doctors'  gowns  are  usually  faced 
with  black  velvet,  with  three  bars  across  the 
sleeves,  although  the  color  of  the  velvet  may 
vary  according  to  the  field  of  study.  Hoods, 


which  differ  in  length  for  the  three  degrees,  are 
lined  with  official  colors  of  the  university  or 
college  that  conferred  the  degree,  usually  with 
one  color  forming  a  chevron  pattern  over  the 
other.  Some  colors  you  will  see  on  faculty  and 
administrators'  robes  are:  the  crimson  of 
Harvard,  the  maroon  of  Chicago,  the  light  blue 
and  white  of  North  Carolina,  the  orange  and 
black  of  Princeton,  and  the  dark  blue  of  Yale. 

Hoods  also  are  edged  and  bound  with  velvet 
in  the  color  appropriate  to  the  field  of  study. 
You  will  see  many  hoods  in  our  procession 
edged  with  dark  blue,  for  doctor  of  philosophy 
(Ph.D.).  The  colors  in  the  hoods  and  gowns  of 
faculty  represent  the  following  fields  in  which 
degrees  were  taken:

A  SYMBOL  OF  UNITY  among  Carolina  students, 
alumni,  and  fans,  the  school  colors  of  light  blue  and 
white  were  first  used  around  1800  to  distinguish 
between  members  of  the  Dialectic  and  Philanthrophic 
Literary  Societies.  Throughout  the  nineteenth  century, 
students  were  required  to  be  members  of  either  the  Di 
or  the  Phi.  The  Di's  color  was  light  blue,  and  the  Phi's 
was  white. 

At  University  commencements,  balls,  and  other  social 
events,  the  student  officials,  managers,  and  marshals 
wore  the  color  of  their  society,  blue  or  white.  Because 
the  Chief  Marshal  or  Chief  Ball  Manager  represented 


the  whole  student  body,  not  just  his  society,  he  wore 
both  colors. 

When  the  University  fielded  its  first  intercollegiate 
athletic  teams  in  1888,  the  question  of  what  colors  to 
wear  had  already  been  answered.  Light  blue  and  white 
had  come  to  symbolize  membership  in  the  University, 
not  in  a  single  society. 

Light  blue  and  white  have  been  considered  the 
University's  colors  for  more  than  a  century.  With  the 
tradition  so  firmly  established,  a  popular  bumper  sticker 
states  that  God  must  be  a  Tar  Heel  because  he  made  the 
sky  Carolina  Blue!

THE  FIRST  SEAL  of  The  University  of  North  Carolina,  designed  in  1790,  showed 
the  face  of  Apollo  and  his  emblem,  the  rising  sun,  used  to  symbolize  the  dawn  of  high- 
er education  in  the  state.  The  words  "SIGUL  UNIVERSITAT  CAROL  SEPTENT" 
(Seal  of  The  University  of  North  Carolina)  surrounded  the  drawing. 

A  modification  in  1895  added  lighted  torches  of  learning  beside  Apollo's  profile. 
Two  years  later  another  alteration  replaced  Apollo's  head  with  a  shield  on  which  the 
words  Lux  (light)  and  Libertas  (liberty),  separated  by  a  white  band  running  from  the 
upper  right  to  the  lower  left  of  the  shield,  appeared. 

In  the  1940s  some  observers  mistakenly  claimed  the  white  stripe  on  the  shield  was  a 
bend  sinister,  a  heraldic  code  that  was  demeaning.  In  truth,  the  stripe  was  a  bar  sinister 
and  merely  denoted  a  second  or  later  son.  Still,  the  direction  of  the  stripe  was  reversed, 
removing  any  question  of  stigma. 

Today's  seal  is  the  same  as  the  1897  version,  except  the  stripe  runs  from  the  upper 
left  to  the  lower  right.

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THE   UNIVERSITY  OF   NORTH   CAROLINA  AT   CHAPEL  HILL 


THE  FRAMERS  of  North  Carolina's  first  state  constitu- 
tion wrote  in  1776  that  "all  useful  learning"  should  be  "duly 
encouraged  and  promoted  in  one  or  more  universities."  The 
University  of  North  Carolina  at  Chapel  Hill  was  chartered  in 
1 789-the  year  of  George 
Washington's  first  inaugura- 
tion-and  in  1795  it  opened  its 
doors  as  the  first  state  universi- 
ty in  the  nation. 

New  Hope  Chapel  (now 
Chapel  Hill)  was  chosen  for  its 
central  location  as  the  site  of 
the  University.  The  corner- 
stone for  Old  East  was  laid  on 
October  12,  1793  by  William 
Davie,  for  whom  the  Davie 
Poplar,  a  familiar  campus 
landmark,  is  named.  Thus  Old 
East  became  the  first  building 
of  this  or  any  state  university. 
The  University  of  North 
Carolina  opened  its  doors  on  January  15,  1795  and  its  first 
student,  Hinton  James,  arrived  on  foot  from  the  Wilmington 
area  a  month  later.  By  March  1  the  University  had  forty-one 
students  and  two  professors. 

The  first  decades  of  the  nineteenth  century  saw  important 
developments  for  the  new  University.  In  1815  the  natural  sci- 
ences were  given  equal  status  with  the  more  traditional  classi- 
cal curriculum.  In  the  1820s  Denison  Olmstead  and  Elisha 
Mitchell  prepared  and  published  the  nation's  first  geological 
survey.  In  1832  UNC  President  Joseph  Caldwell  built  the 
first  astronomical  observatory  at  a  state  university. 

Enrollment  increased  steadily  during  this  period,  and  by 
1 860  only  Yale  University  had  more  students.  The  Civil  War 
caused  many  universities  to  close,  and  Carolina  was  one  of  the 
few  Southern  universities  to  remain  open  throughout  the  war. 
It  was  during  Reconstruction  that  the  University  closed 
(1870-75)  for  the  only  time  in  its  history. 

After  reopening,  the  University  added  programs  that 
enhanced  its  status  as  a  major  university.  In  1876  it 
announced  a  program  of  graduate  studies  leading  toward 
postbaccalaureate  degrees.  In  1877  it  became  the  first  univer- 
sity to  open  a  summer  school  for  teachers.  In  1879  it  began 
medical  and  pharmaceutical  studies.  The  University  received 
its  first  legislative  appropriation  for  maintenance  in  1881.  In 
1885  it  introduced  its  regular  program  for  the  preparation  of 
teachers.  In  1892  William  Kenan,  working  in  the  University 
laboratory  of  Dr.  Francis  Venable,  participated  in  research 


that  identified  calcium  catbide  and  developed  a  formula  for 
making  acetylene  gas  from  it.  In  1894  the  School  of  Law, 
which  had  been  semi-independent,  was  incorporated  into  the 
administrative  structure.  In  1897  women  students  were 
admitted  for  the  first  time. 

At  the  turn  of  the  century  the  University  had  512  students 
and  a  faculty  of  thirty-five.  It  had  an  undergraduate  college 
and  a  department  for  the  education  of  teachers,  and  it  was 
working  to  establish  the  schools  of  Law,  Medicine,  and 
Pharmacy.  Master's  degrees  and  seven  Ph.D.'s  had  been 
awarded  at  the  University. 

The  first  three  decades  of  the  twentieth  century  were  a 
period  of  significant  growth.  Enrollment  first  reached  one 
thousand  in  1915.  A  Phi  Beta  Kappa  chapter,  Alpha  of  North 
Carolina,  was  formed  in  1904.  In  1913  the  School  of 
Education  was  established  and  the  Bureau  of  Extension  was 
organized  to  extend  the  University's  resources  to  North 
Carolinians  on  a  regular  basis.  The  endowed  Kenan  professor- 
ships fund,  established  in  1917,  provided  incentive  for  excel- 
lence in  teaching  and  research.  In  1919  the  School  of 
Commerce,  now  the  Kenan-Flagler  Business  School  at  Chapel 
Hill,  was  established.  The  School  of  Public  Weltare  began  in 
1920  as  an  outgrowth  of  the  Department  of  Sociology.  In 
1950  the  school's  name  was  changed  to  the  School  of  Social 
Work.  In  1922  the  University  was  elected  to  membership  in 
the  Association  of  American  Universities.  The  University  of 
North  Carolina  Press  was  incorporated  in  1992,  and  the 
Institute  for  Research  in  Social  Science  was  organized  in 
1924.  By  1930  there  were  twenty-six  hundred  students  at  the 
University  and  a  faculty  of  222  full-  and  85  part-time  mem- 
bers. Teaching,  study,  and  research  took  place  at  undergradu- 
ate, graduate,  and  professional  levels  in  twelve  colleges  and 
schools  in  twenty-one  departments. 

The  Consolidation  Act  of  1931  joined  the  University  with 
the  Woman's  College  at  Greensboro  and  North  Carolina 
State  College  in  Raleigh.  A  single  Board  of  Trustees  allocated 
functions  among  the  three  constituent  institutions.  The 
offices  of  the  Consolidated  University  were  established  at 
Chapel  Hill,  and  University  President  Frank  Porter  Graham 
became  the  Consolidated  University's  first  President. 

Also  in  1931  the  School  of  Library  Science  was  established 
and  the  Institute  of  Government  founded.  (The  institute,  first 
of  its  kind  in  the  nation,  became  an  official  part  of  the 
University  in  1942.)  In  1936  the  School  of  Public  Health  was 
formed.  In  1940  the  naval  ROTC  unit  was  created;  it  was 
joined  by  the  Air  Force  ROTC  unit  in  1947. 

The  Division  of  Health  Affairs  was  formally  organized  in 
1949,  with  schools  of  Dentistry  and  Nursing  added  to  the 
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existing  schools  of  Medicine,  Pharmacy,  and  Public  Health. 
Thus  the  University  became  one  of  the  relatively  few  in  the 
United  States  to  have  schools  in  the  five  health  professions. 
The  opening  of  North  Carolina  Memorial  Hospital  in  1952 
provided  clinical  facilities  for  the  schools. 

The  Morehead  Building  and  Planetarium  were  completed 
in  1949  and  in  the  next  year  the  School  of  Journalism  was 
started.  The  William  Hayes  Ackland  Memorial  Art  museum 
was  completed  in  1958.  In  the  following  year  the  University 
was  one  of  the  first  to  install  a  large  computer  system.  More 
recently  the  campus  has  undergone  extensive  building.  The 
Walter  Royal  Davis  Library  was  dedicated  by  Governor  James 
Martin  in  1985  and  Wilson  Library  became  a  special  collec- 
tions library.  Other  new  building  projects  include  the  Smith 
Center  for  athletic  and  cultural  events;  the  Kenan  Center; 
Fetzer  Gymnasium;  Carmichael  Residence  Hall;  and  new 
facilities  for  the  departments  of  Art,  Chemistry,  and 
Computer  Science.  The  medical  complex  boasts  Memorial 
Hospital's  new  Critical  Care  Center,  the  Lineberger  Cancer 
Research  Building,  and  the  Public  Health  and  Environmental 
Sciences  Building. 

Beginning  with  one  building,  one  hundred  students,  and 
two  professors,  The  University  of  North  Carolina  at  Chapel 
Hill  has  grown  to  190  permanent  buildings,  twenty-two 
thousand  students,  and  nineteen  hundred  full-time  faculty. 
There  are  more  than  168,000  living  alumni,  among  whom 
can  be  counted  thirty-one  North  Carolina  governors  and 
U.S.  president  James  K.  Polk.  Also  noteworthy  are  Academy 
Award  and  Pulitzer  Prize  winners  Louise  Fletcher,  Vermont 
Royster,  and  Jeff  MacNelly,  and  the  television  news  personali- 
ties Roger  Mudd  and  Charles  Kuralt.  Other  outstanding 
alumni  in  the  arts  include  the  novelist  Thomas  Wolfe,  the 
playwright  Paul  Green,  and  actor  Andy  Griffith. 


The  University  has  been  recognized  for  the  quality  of  its 
graduate  programs  in  every  national  survey  conducted  in  the 
past  third  of  this  century.  A  survey  of  graduate  programs  pub- 
lished by  the  National  Academy  of  Sciences  ranked  Chapel 
Hill  first  in  the  South  and  eighteenth  in  the  nation.  Annual 
surveys  regularly  cite  The  University  of  North  Carolina  at 
Chapel  Hill  as  one  of  the  best  colleges  in  the  nation  and  one 
of  the  few  state  universities  to  be  considered  among  the  top 
research  institutions.  One  asset  that  contributes  to  this  reputa- 
tion is  Carolina's  library  system.  The  system  contains  more 
than  three  million  volumes  and  is  ranked  among  the  top 
research  libraries  in  the  United  States  and  Canada  by  the 
Association  of  Research  Libraries.  Libraries  include  the  new 
Davis  Library,  Wilson  Library,  the  House  Undergraduate 
Library,  and  the  Health  Sciences  Library,  along  with  another 
twelve  school  and  departmental  libraries.  Wilson  Library 
houses  the  extensive  North  Carolina,  Southern  Historical,  and 
Rare  Book  Collections. 

The  University  that  opened  in  Chapel  Hill  in  1795  is  now 
the  most  comprehensive  institution  in  North  Carolina,  both 
in  the  range  of  its  programs  at  all  levels  and  in  the  breadth  of 
its  specialized  research  and  public  service  programs.  The 
University's  fourteen  colleges  and  schools  provide  instruction 
in  more  than  one  hundred  fields,  offering  95  bachelor's,  175 
master's,  and  109  doctoral  degrees,  as  well  as  professional 
degrees  in  dentistry,  medicine,  pharmacy,  and  law.  The 
University  has  more  than  remained  faithful  to  its  founders' 
charge  to  duly  encourage  and  promote  all  useful  learning  for 
the  betterment  of  humanity.

There  are  also  opportunities  to  network 
through  alumni  club  programs.  Approximately 
130  local  Carolina  Clubs  throughout  the 
United  States  and  abroad  provide  a  variety  of 
activities  for  Carolina  alumni  and  friends. 

The  GAA  Records  Department  maintains  an 
alumni  database  of  more  than  200,000  living 
alumni.  So  please  make  sure  your  record  is  kept 
up-to-date,  including  your  current  address. 

The  GAA  is  housed  in  the  George  Watts  Hill 
Alumni  Center.  Located  near  Kenan  Stadium 
on  Ridge  Road,  the  Alumni  Center  hosts  a  vari- 
ety of  GAA  programs  and  activities  that  serve 
the  University  community.
